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$76K cost sinks plan 
to rename Arcata Fire

McKINLEYVILLE/ARCATA — The Arcata Fire Dis- 
trict had planned on changing its name and doing so 
quickly, but now that its Board of Directors has learned 
how much it would cost, it’s ditching the idea. 

At its May 10 meeting, the Arcata 
Fire District Board of Directors di- 
rected staff to move ahead with a plan 
to change the district’s name to better 
reflect the communities it serves. But 
a month later, at its June 14 meeting, 
Fire Chief Justin McDonald told the 
board that the name change would 
cost more than $76,000 and advised 
directors to table the idea. 

The board agreed and instructed 
staff to pursue other options for edu- 
cating the communities it serves. The board had not se- 
lected a replacement name, although it did have a list of 
proposed names, including Mad River Fire District and 
Redwood Coast Fire District.

ARCATA — The public will be able to get up to speed 
on the status of the Gateway Area Plan (GAP) at a special 
presentation next Wednesday, June 29. The GAO is pres- 
ently winding its way through city advisory committees 
and undergoing analysis by the Planning Commission. 

The city’s Community Development Department re- 
leased the draft of the Gateway Area Plan in December 
2021, which provides details of how Arcata’s 138-acre 
Gateway Area could be redeveloped to create more hous- 
ing opportunities for the community. 

The city considers the plan vital to creation of new 
housing and neighborhoods in anticipation of the arriv- 
al of up to 7,000 new residents over the next 20 years. 
Those fleeing climate change as well as new residents as- 
sociated with the development of Cal Poly Humboldt are 
expected to further increase demand for housing. 

Some GAP skeptics consider the draft plan’s allow- 
able housing density and building heights excessive, and 
question the city’s ability to accommodate development 
without ruining the town’s rural character. Other ques- 
tions involve delivery of utilities, seismic safety and sea 
level rise, plus the appropriateness of broad use of form- 
based code and ministerial approvals. 

But supporters urge timely adoption of the plan and

Humboldt Climate Action Plan enters EIR phase

HUMBOLDT — Humboldt County 
is proceeding with an environmental 
review of a plan that seeks to achieve 
net zero carbon emission by 2045 and 
adapt to the state’s increasingly cli- 
mate change-oriented oversight. 

At its June 7 meeting, the Board of 
Supervisors gave the go-ahead for do- 
ing an Environmental Impact Report 
on a draft Climate Action Plan (CAP). 

The draft plan is regional and in- 
cludes cities. Its main goals are to re- 


duce greenhouse gas emission to 40 
percent below 1990 levels by 2030 and 
to offset emissions entirely by 2045. 

Those reflect state legislation, SB 
32, and 53 percent of the emissions 
reduction will be done through “elec- 
trification of existing infrastructure” 
and switching to zero emissions pas- 
senger vehicles. 

Planning Director John Ford en- 
couraged approval of the plan and its 
alignment with statewide goals. 

“It’s gonna get to the point where 
greenhouse gas emissions and cli- 


mate change become part of the envi- 
ronmental discussion of every single 
project,” he said. “If we’ve got a qual- 
ified climate action plan, meaning it 
achieves all the goals, we don’t have to 
redo that analysis over and over again.” 

Acknowledging that “some of this 
is shocking,” Ford added that “the 
reality is, this is where our legislative 
process is going at the state level and 
if we aren’t moving with that, we are 
increasingly going to be ina more and 
more difficult positon to see develop-

HUMBOLDT - A disap- 
pointment has surprising- 
ly reversed, as Humboldt 
County Planning Director 
John Ford will be syne at 
his post after sub- 
mitting a resigna- 
tion letter. 

A few weeks 
ago, it seemed 
Ford was on 
his way to Fort 
Bragg to its city 
manager. A May 
25 press release 
from the City of 
Fort Bragg announced that 
Ford will begin work there 
on July 5. 

Ford informed the 
Board of Supervisors that 
his last day of work would 
be June 24. 

A June 16 City of Fort 
Bragg press release said 
Ford “cited reasons of con- 
flict in making the transi- 
tion from his son’s middle 
school to Fort Bragg and 
his wife’s desire to remain 
where they are.” 

The release quotes Ford 
as saying, “This would 
place significant stress on 
my family and would not 
allow me to be as socially 
involved in the Fort Bragg 
community as the job 
mandates.” 

Ford describes that as 
“a difficult realization for

me,” adding, “Fort Bragg 
deserves a leader not torn 
between serving the com- 
munity and needing to 
make every effort to be 
supportive of distant im- 
mediate family.” 

The county’s 
Planning Com- 
mission learned of 
the reversal at the 
end of a long June 
16 meeting. After 
special meetings 
were scheduled, 
he was asked if the 
nights meeting 
would be his last. 

When Ford said he’s 
staying on, commission- 
ers were celebratory, with 
Commissioner Chair Alan 
Bongio giving a double 
thumbs up and Commis- 
sioner Thomas Mulder 
saying, “I’m ecstatic right 
now.” 

That’s because Ford 
leads his department ef- 
fectively and can be relied 
on for rock solid advice 
that helps guide the com- 
mission through complex 
planning quandaries. 

Ford outcompeted oth- 
er highly qualified appli- 
cants for the Fort Bragg 
position. The city’s hunt 
for a city manager includ- 
ed hiring an “executive re- 
cruiting firm” do a “nation- 
wide search,” according to 
its initial press release.

HUMBOLDT —- On Friday, 
June 17, Judge Lawrence Killo- 
ran sentenced Gearold Sotolon- 
go (aka Roldo Pratt) to 16 years 
to life in prison, the maximum 
allowable — sentence, 
for the murder of Rog- 
er Yale. 

The sentence  in- 
cludes 15 years to life 
for second-degree mur- 
der and an additional 
year for using a deadly 
weapon to commit the 
murder.

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ment approved.” 

Incentivizing emission reduction is part of the 
plan but Supervisor Steve Madrone recommended 
going further to “reward landowners, industries and 
businesses that boldly go forth and implement these 
things that are gonna help our planet and help our 
communities.” 

Supervisor Michelle Bushnell’s district includes 
Southern Humboldt rural areas and she believes the plan 
isn’t a good fit for that way of life. 

“This is more of an urban document as I read it, nota 
rural document,” she said. “It works well within Fortuna 
— excuse me, Eureka, Arcata, those areas, but rurally, I 
see that we’ve maybe missed the mark a little bit for rural 
living.” 

Her retraction of Fortuna is probably based on that 
city’s political atmosphere, as its scale is similarly urban. 

Bushnell questioned why carbon sequestration isn’t 
figured into the plan when so much of the county — in- 
cluding her district -- is forested. 

But analyzing carbon sequestration is difficult and 
specialized, and Ford said including it will require spend- 
ing money for outside help. 

The plan doesn’t include industrial emission sources. 
There was debate about that during a public comment 
period. 

Some people said industrial sources should be in- 
cluded. But representatives of environmental groups 
said state and federal governments, not local ones, 
have regulatory control on those emissions and in- 
cluding them would skew the plan’s calculations due 
to mill closures. 

Supervisors unanimously voted to have the envi- 
ronmental review include analysis of “the complexities 
of rural living,” evaluate the potential of “carbon off- 
sets,” consider the limitations of access to grid power 
and to look at going beyond the plan’s recommended 
incentives. 

Public hearings on the plan and its approval are ex- 
pected in the summer of 2023. 
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McKinleyville problem? 

Fire district staff and board mem- 
bers say they routinely encounter res- 
idents who think that the Arcata Fire 
District only serves Arcata, when in 
fact it serves a 62-square-mile area 
that includes McKinleyville, Arcata, 
Bayside, Manila and Jacoby Creek. 

This becomes an issue when the 
district needs voter support for a 
tax measure, such as Measure F, ap- 
proved by voters in November 2020. 
That measure expires in 2030, when 
the district will once again need to ask 
voters to tax themselves to support 
their fire department. 

Measure F required more than just 
a majority vote — it needed a super 
majority, or 66.67 percent yes votes, 
for passage. Measure F passed by 
75.38 percent. 

According to precinct results pro- 
vided by the fire district, the strongest 
support for Measure F was within the 
Arcata city limits, where 81.17 percent 
of voters favored the measure. 

But in McKinleyville, where the 
fire district has a fire station and its 
administrative offices, only 60.72 per- 
cent of voters supported the measure. 
That’s well below the 66.67 percent 
super majority required for approval. 
Voter approval in unincorporated ar- 
eas of Arcata was 62.47 percent, with 
72.15 percent approval in Bayside and 
73.76 percent in Manila. 

“Tt seems we kind of have a discon- 
nect with the people of McKinleyville,” 
said AFD Board President Randy Men- 
dosa at the June 14 board meeting. 

However, the theory that McKin- 


leyville voters didn’t support Mea- 
sure F based on the district’s name is 
based on anecdotal information, not 
actual polling data. 

In a staff report, Chief McDonald 
raises uncertainty about whether the 
name change would help. 

“Will it... fix the name recognition 
of the District for the communities 
that are not Arcata? There is no way 
to measure if a name change will help 
to garner support in the communities 
that are not Arcata,” McDonald wrote. 
“The District has no supportive data 
indicating a nexus between the name 
Arcata Fire District and low voter 
support for Measure F in the McKin- 
leyville area. Although the nexus is 
plausible, is it a strong enough theo- 
ry to spend over $70,000 on a name 
change? What happens if the name 
is changed and there is the same low 
support from McKinleyville residents 
during a renewal vote on Measure F 
in the year 2030?” 

Costly change 

District staff compiled a list of 
more than 40 tasks it would need to 
complete for a full legal name change 
for the district. Signs, badges, vehi- 
cle logos, patches and more would all 
need to be changed. All of the paper- 
work and tasks would require more 
than 200 hours of staff time, bringing 
the cost to more than $76,000, ac- 
cording to McDonald. 

“Staff feels that this expenditure 
is not in line with what was present- 
ed to the community during Mea- 
sure F. Additionally, calculating the 
time commitment of this endeavor 
has highlighted that our team will be 


stretched thin and given the District 
is yet again understaffed and in the 
process of filling ranks, staff time is 
at a premium and time devoted to the 
name change is time lost,” McDonald 
wrote. 

Education 

Rather than spending money to 
change the district’s name, McDonald 
suggested educating the communities 
that the district serves. 

“Is the name a public education is- 
sue? Without quantitative data indi- 
cating the name is problematic, could 
the District implement other options 
to educate the public that they live in 
Arcata Fire District boundaries?” Mc- 
Donald wrote. “What if each fire sta- 
tion had a large sign above the doors 
that stated, ‘Arcata Fire District’? What 
about placing signage along roads near 
District boundaries stating, You are 
entering Arcata Fire District’? Could 
these simple measures clear up poten- 
tial confusion for less cost?” 

AFD Boardmember Nicole John- 
son suggested that a large sign be 
installed at the McKinleyville Station 
stating that its part of the Arcata Fire 
District. Her fellow board members 
agreed with the idea. 

“Tl work up a proposal and bring 
it back,” McDonald told the board. 

Jenkins appointed 

Also at the June 10 meeting, the 
board voted unanimously to appoint 
McKinleyville resident Kevin Jenkins 
to the Measure F Citizens Advisory 
Committee. Jenkins is the owner of 
McKinleyville Ace Hardware and is a 
member of the McKinleyville Munici- 
pal Advisory Committee.

Reflections on relocation of the Samoa Boulevardiers 


Evictions don’t address core housing issues 


CooPERATION HUMBOLDT 

n Thursday, June 2, Co- 
() res Humboldt’s 

Street Outreach work- 
ers were present at the Samoa 
Boulevard pullout encampment 
in Arcata (formerly Soilscape 
Solutions) on the day that res- 
idents were forced to leave 
their camp or risk arrest. Upon 
learning about the eviction, our 
team worked diligently to help 
people prepare for relocation. 
We were able to mediate con- 
flict between homeless resi- 
dents and the Arcata Police De- 
partment to ensure that no one 
was arrested and everyone was 
treated with dignity. We also 
managed to help several indi- 
viduals salvage their belongings 
and move to a new location. 

While we are relieved that 
this transition was able to take 
place without anyone being ar- 
rested, we also recognize that 
day as emblematic of the con- 
stant upheaval, trauma and 
insecurity that our unhoused 
neighbors face on a daily basis. 
As a community we must build 
long-term solutions and advo- 
cate for transformative change 
that goes beyond simply play- 
ing musical chairs with the lives 
of our fellow human beings. 

As a community, we need 
to begin working on upstream 
solutions instead of just con- 
tinuing to push people around 
from one unsanctioned place to 
another. Ending homelessness 
once and for all will require a 
coordinated community-wide 
approach to total economic 
transformation, to build a so- 
ciety where everyone has their 
needs met without exploiting 
people or the environment. 

The repeated pattern in our 
community of forcible removal 
of people from the areas that 
they choose to live has only 
resulted in the perpetuation 
of one of our region’s biggest 
problems. For example, while 
we were helping a few individ- 
uals from the Samoa Boulevard 
encampment re-settle in an al- 
ternate location, business own- 
ers near that new location were 
already phoning in complaints 
to the police. It is evident that 
there are plans in the works for 
the eviction of the residents in 
several of the other large and 
well-established unsanctioned 
camps in Arcata, which will do 
nothing to help the people and 
only exacerbate the problem. 

Past evictions like the one at 
the Palco Marsh (Devil’s Play- 
ground) with the intention to, 
“destroy sense of comfort and 
entitlement,” failed to address 
the problem of homelessness, 
and instead, contributed to the 
traumatization and _ persecu- 
tion of our homeless communi-

ty members. The Palco Marsh 
eviction was determined to be 


unlawful, and some victims 
were paid damages. Law en- 
forcement and municipalities 
need to abide by the case law 
established in Martin v. Boise. 

We urge local governments 
and law enforcement to: 

* Cease the eviction of un- 
sanctioned encampments un- 
less and until there are acces- 
sible,sanctioned places for all 
evicted people to live; 

* Cease the dispersal and ar- 
rest of homeless people living 
with disabling conditions su- 
chas mental illness, PTSD, and 
substance use disorder; 

¢ Provide adequate waste 
disposal and clean toilets for 
all residents regardless of their 
socioeconomic status, dysfunc- 
tion, or behaviors; 

¢ Increase funding and de- 
crease crippling regulations 
for housing, healthcare, food- 
security, street outreach, ser- 
vice centers, and employment 
preparation programs and proj- 
ects; 

* Concentrate large-scale 
funding and program develop- 
ment on broad-reaching up- 
streameconomic solutions. 

At Cooperation Humboldt, 
we recognize that access to 
potable water, toilets, waste 
disposal, food, healthcare, and 
shelter are all fundamental 
human rights — not commod- 
ities or privileges that must be 
earned through specific behav- 
iors or paid for with currency. 
Regardless of questions of en- 
titlement or enablement, every 
human being deserves to have 
their most basic needs met with 
dignity and respect - even if 
they are unwilling or unable to 
behave lawfully or engage pro- 
ductively with well-intentioned 
service providers. 

Mental illnesses and sub- 
stance use disorders are dis- 
abling conditions resulting in 
impaired function — they are 
not behaviors. Homelessness 
is a symptom of our failing so- 
cioeconomic system, and while 
absolutely necessary, down- 
stream projects like our Street 
Outreach project, which aims to 
address the immediate needs of 
homeless people are not solu- 
tions. 

Likewise, services like rap- 
id re-housing — which must be 
offered without preconditions 
such as employment, income, 
absence of criminal record, 
presence of pets, or sobriety

permanent supportive hous- 
ing are all absolutely necessary 
downstream responses, not up- 
stream solutions. Cooperation 
Humboldt fully supports the 
governments and organizations 
working tirelessly to provide 
and expand those essential ser- 
vices. 

A housing crisis is often the 
result of a financial one. Current 
incomes are often much lower 
than is needed to comfortably 
pay average rental costs, leav- 
ing many people financially vul- 
nerable to housing instability. 
Income support programs that 
can assist low-income people, 
such as Temporary Assistance 
for Needy Families (TANF) or 
unemployment compensation, 
help many people withstand 
economic crises. Often, howev- 
er, people experiencing home- 
lessness find these programs to 
be inaccessible and the benefits 
offered are often insufficient 
to help them achieve stability. 
Truly affordable housing devel- 
opment, rent stabilization, and 
programs designed to assist 
low-income people to increase 
their income are critical to sup- 
porting housing stability. 

For the past year, Cooper- 
ation Humboldt’s Street Out- 
reach team has been working 
closely with homeless members 
of our community to address 
their most pressing needs. The 
Street Outreach program is 
funded through an Emergency 
Solutions Grant for Coronavi- 
rus Response with the Depart- 
ment of Health & Human Ser- 
vices, and was formed through 
Cooperation Humboldt’s Com- 
munity Health Worker Collab- 
orative with the help of Eure- 
ka City Councilmember Leslie 
Castellano. 

The Community Health 
Worker Collaborative builds in- 
dependent Community Health 
Worker groups in close part- 
nership with chronically under- 
served populations including 
people experiencing substance 
use disorder, people with ex- 
tremely low or no incomes, 
Black, Indigenous, and people 
of color, LGBTQIA+ identifying 
people, and people experienc- 
ing mental illness and home- 
lessness. 

The Street Outreach project 
is a compassion-based program 
that was designed under the di- 
rection of people currently or 
formerly experiencing home- 
lessness; the program employs 
people in need to care for peo-

ARCATA — The Arcata Police 
Department recently took part in 
a collaborative effort to transition 
people from an encampment on 
Samoa Boulevard into other forms 
of housing where food and services 
would be readily available. The en- 
campment sprung up in a short 
period of time after it was 
announced that a Safe 
Parking Program would 
launch in the near : 
future at 1680 Sa- 
moa __ Boulevard. 
As word spread sev- 
eral motorhomes and 
other vehicles began 
to park in a shoulder 
area adjacent to the 
property. 

As can be the case with vehicle 
encampments the area soon be- 
came overrun with trash and hu- 
man waste. Many of the vehicles 
parked there were dilapidated or 
inoperable and within weeks the 
area became a dumping ground for 
more vehicles that were inoperable 
and towed there where they were 
left abandoned. These became un- 
inhabitable shelters for those with- 
out housing. This condition was un- 
healthy, unsafe, inhumane and not 
sustainable. 

The Arcata Police Department 
developed a plan to work with com- 
munity partners to offer shelter, 
food, healthcare and _ behavioral 
health services as well as other ba- 
sic needs to anyone at the encamp- 
ment. Over the course of several 
months officers worked alongside 
client services personnel from many 
local agencies to transition people 
from the filth and waste infested 
conditions they were currently in, 
to an environment that provides 
basic needs in a clean, welcoming, 
service oriented and compassionate 
manner. 

Arcata Police Department offi- 
cers engage in this interaction with 
homeless people on an on-going 
basis. For decades we have assist- 
ed our region with managing the 
homeless crisis. There have been 
many lessons learned and changes 
in the law. The expertise developed 
over time by APD officers as well as 
their critical thinking, interpersonal 
and active-listening skills and their 
commitment to promoting the basic 
right to a dignified existence for all 
human beings is our compass. 

We apply our expertise in a way 
that we think will ultimately lead 
someone to services. We know 
however, that many people will re- 
fuse the services provided. Some 
eventually accept services, perhaps 
incrementally, but many will never 
avail themselves of basic services in 
a sheltered environment. 

As we do with all encampments, 
my officers approached this en- 
campment with services as the goal. 


to build trust through relationships 
in hopes that all people would ac- 
cept what is readily available to 
them in a region of California that is 
working hard to get every unhoused 
person off the streets. 

We knew many of the people 
staying at this encampment and 
have navigated them through the 
services schematic many times be- 
fore. While we knew what 
many of the answers would 
be my officers continued 
to visit the site daily 

hoping that those 
who refused services 
would be at a place 
where they were ready 


to accept. 
There comes a 
point where the health 


and well-being of those staying at 

encampments and the surround- 
ing neighborhood must be priori- 
tized, if not by the individuals them- 
selves then by the very mechanisms 
in place to assist them; to include 
the Arcata Police Department. After 
many months and countless visits of 
providing compassionate outreach 
the problem continued to grow as 
did the volume of complaints. 

APD leveraged existing laws to 
post each vehicle with a warning 
that the vehicle could be towed if 
left parked. Prior to that we engaged 
in a month’s long campaign to lis- 
ten to every person at the encamp- 
ment and inform them, repeatedly, 
that they could not remain parked 
there long-term and re-iterated our 
commitment to work with them to 
develop a safer and healthier living 
arrangement. 

The property was cleared of all 
vehicles and trash as Arcata Police 
Department Officers orchestrated 
the implementation of a series of 
sequential steps designed to help 
those in need and restore the prop- 
erty to its original condition. Each 
new step built upon previous steps 
already taken. 

Communication with those as- 
sociated with each vehicle was key 
so that everyone understood what 
alternatives there were to staying 
on this road shoulder and what the 
ultimate resolution was going to 
be. The goal was achieved and ad- 
ditional insight and expertise was 
gained that further cements our or- 
ganizational commitment to “pro- 
viding outstanding service to the 
diverse and unique community we 
serve.” 

Our plan from the beginning 
never included an enforcement 
component. Our sights were set on 
resources. For those who refused 
we would work with them, as we 
always do, on alternative housing 
options. APD is grateful to all mu- 
nicipal, county and community 
partners who assisted in this effort. 
This is very difficult and noble work 
that many community members 
continue to devote their profession-

Scammed: a case study 


I bring this report, despite its embarrass- 
ing content for me, to remind all of us of the 
prevalence of scams and of taking proper 
cautions to avoid becoming caught in one. 

I received an “Invoice Updated” e-mail 
from service@paypal.com informing me 
that I had $600 due for three Target E-gift 
cards of $200 each. I forwarded the e-mail 
to phishing@paypal.com and_ received 
a stock thank-you for informing them. I 
then rechecked the address at the top of 
the e-mail; oddly, it appeared to genuinely 
be from Paypal.com rather than another, 
phony address. I was perplexed. I contact- 
ed the phone number on the e-mail (rather 
than going into the general Paypal com- 
pany number!) and had an immediate re- 
sponse. 

This person assured me that he could 
help to ensure that no charges would ap- 
pear. He then gave me his name and an 
Employee ID number. He asked me for the 
transaction ID of the billing for the three 
Target E-gift cards. He then had me log 
into a “Paypal Service Department” for 
resolving this issue. There I was shown a 
password number, and asked to repeat it to 
him. Then I was turned over to a new per- 
son, “Ron,” who would resolve my prob- 
lem. Ron inquired on whether that charge 
already had appeared on my online bank 
statement. I checked and there was no such 
charge there. 

After getting a little more information 
about the proposed charges, Ron again 
asked me to verify that there were no 
changes in my bank account for the $600. 
I checked and, yes, there was a “Payment 
to Paypal” for $600! He said that he could 
quickly refund me that money. He then ex- 
plained a “real-time” set of questions for me 
to answer. Because these were “real-time,” 
I could not backspace or make any chang- 
es once something was entered. I agreed. I 
entered my name and address. I was asked 
to enter the amount to be refunded and I 
typed $600; but instead, $6,000 appeared 
on the screen! Even though I was sure only 
$600 had been typed, $6,000 had been en- 
tered. 

When I checked my online bank account 
I saw a “Refund from Paypal” of $6,000 
in my online records! Ron was very upset 
and said he needed to talk to his supervisor 
about this. As I waited and tried to review 
my online bank account, there often was a 
blue screen with the words, “This will take 
a few minutes. Please don’t shut off your 
computer”; this interfered with my access 
to the account. The arrow on the screen 
also moved as if there was another mouse 
moving it. When I used my mouse, the ar- 
row responded to me. 

On returning, Ron noted that this would 
be very hard to repay. He asked me to pur- 
chase four American Express cards for 
$500 each at CVS. I did, and there were no 
problems with that. He had me take a pic- 
ture of the front and back of each one and 
send them on to him; I did. I had heard that 
scammers used these kinds of techniques, 
but I also had seen the $6000 added to my 
account and was anxious to not take some- 
one else’s money. So I didn’t question this 
further. He asked me to purchase six Tar- 
get E-gift cards at Safeway, but their policy 
was no more than $1000 purchase in any 
day from one customer; I bought two $500 
Target e-gift cards and sent pictures of the 
verification code to him. I then tried several 
other stores, without success. 

I drove home to check on my wife, and 
noted that while I had met CVS’s $2,000 
limit for today, I could get the final $2,000 
in gift cards tomorrow. Ron then report- 
ed that a complication had just come up 
and I didn’t have to worry about that final 
$2,000. There had been an error and an 


even larger amount had been incorrectly 
deposited to my account and we needed 
to get that fixed right away! At this point, I 
quietly told my wife that I needed to go to 
the bank and get a clarification from them. 

Ron apparently heard that comment on 
the phone line and strongly advised against 
it, saying this could be fixed quickly here 
and the bank would only complicate mat- 
ters. I got in the car and Ron asked if I was 
going to the bank. I said that I was and add- 
ed that I recognized that we older people 
often weren’t quick to address complicated 
issues and could be vulnerable. There was a 
silence. When I got to the bank, Ron again 
tried to dissuade me. Inside I was directed 
to a manager. On barely getting my expla- 
nation started, she said, “this is a scam.” 

The manager immediately went to our 
checking and savings accounts and closed 
them. She then reviewed the accounts and 
noted that this is a common practice of 
scammers. The addition of $6,000 to my 
checking account was not from Paypal, but 
rather a transfer from my savings account. 
Ron had inserted a virus and was able to 
move funds between my checking and sav- 
ings. All additions to my checking account 
had been made from my savings account. 

Thad been totally taken in. The manager 
checked to see if a hold could be placed on 
the four American Express gift cards, but 
the funds already had been used (in Yon- 
kers, New York) and it was too late for a 
hold. She called Target.com and was told 
that these funds also had been used. A case 
report was set up at Target with my infor- 
mation to help them better understand 
how such operators worked. I also was en- 
couraged to contact local law enforcement 
and the Federal Trade Commission to re- 
port this incident. 

On returning home my computer was 
locked; my password didn’t work. But on 
the screen a password hint was given: Call 
Ron. I called the Humboldt County Sheriff 
and reported my information to an empa- 
thetic officer. The next morning I contacted 
the Federal Trade Commission and left a 
summary on their website. Because I could 
not access my computer and my fears of 
a virus, I had my computer checked and 
cleaned of viruses at a local computer ser- 
vicing company. The technician informed 
me that the login password I gave him did 
not work; he would need to clean out a vi- 
rus. 

When the computer was repaired, the 
technician noted that he also had observed 
a blue screen with the words, “This will 
take a few minutes. Please don’t shut off 
your computer” that blocked his access. 
Then he actually had to fight for control of 
the screen with someone else. It became 
clear that the blue screen was a shield be- 
hind which someone was working to get 
into my files again. 

What can I make of this? Well, I certainly 
am no less vulnerable to scams than many 
other people; my humility took a huge 
boost forward with this event. Also, the 
scammers were very experienced, includ- 
ing being very computer-savvy; I was sur- 
prised at the ease with which they accessed 
my personal files. And they effectively used 
the @paypal.com address despite not be- 
ing linked to the real Paypal company. The 
“hook” that caught me was the conviction I 
had someone else’s money in my bank ac- 
count and I wanted to return that money 
as quickly and expeditiously as possible; I 
think that many people may be vulnerable 
to this trap. 

Finally, I suspect that I will no longer 
be tempted to buy e-gift cards to repay un- 
wanted money that has fallen to me. Hope- 
fully my experience will help some readers 
avoid a similar problem.

Questions from 2018 


As a follow up to my article in the Union 
issue of Feb. 9, 2022 on the K Boodjeh 
designed houses on A Street in Arcata, I 
visited the Community Development De- 
partment and asked the director what he 
thought today of the decision of the City 
Council to reject the appeal of the A Street 
neighbors to reverse the Planning Com- 
mission’s approval of the project. 

When David Loya began to repeat to 
me certain phrases from the meeting with 
which I was familiar like “promoting va- 
riety in the neighborhood” and “support- 
ing the work of a recognized architect,” 
(implying he had not changed his mind) I 
asked if he had read my article which ad- 
dressed these very statements offered by 
the Commission during the hearing. He 
had not. I asked him if he would read the 
article, then suggested we meet again to 
discuss the issues. I was hoping he would 
address my arguments against the denial 
of the appeal. To me the issue was and is, 
“Does the city listen to the public in these 
specific cases or not? And if not, why not?” 

It is not that I expect every concern of 
mine to awaken immediate attention by 
the department of city government that 
carries out the programs that effect the 
public weal. It is that I want to know that 
these same departments are keeping the 
public interest in clear view and will re- 
spond to it fairly, not only in their words, 
but in their actions. 

I investigated the records and reviewed 
the minutes from the City Council meeting 
on June 20, 2018 regarding the A Street 
appeal. The Staff Report was titled “Deny 
the Warner Appeal of the Planning Com- 
mission’s April 24, 2018, approval of the 
Meyers Design Review Permit (File no. 
178-056-Dr). 

The hearing had not yet occurred and 
yet it was being presented as already hav- 
ing been adjudicated as “denied.” One 
can’t help but wonder if the members who 
had read the document had already made 
up their minds about the outcome of the 
appeal? 

Since I have already expressed my views 
about the bad fit of the K. Boodjeh designed 
structures on A Street, I will not repeat 
them here. Several issues came before the 
Council at the hearing, as problems with 
drainage on a hillside lot, lack of proper 
notification about the project, the excep- 
tions to the CEQA regulations in this par- 
ticular subdivision, and others which are 
important, but do not bear on the primary 
issue that I want to address here, which is 
this: the support, or the lack thereof, of the 
public interest by the city. 

On the denial side of the issue stood this 
formidable group: “five’ members of De- 
sign Review, “seven” members of the Plan- 
ning Commission, “five” City 

Council members, the Community De- 
velopment Director representing the Plan- 
ning Department, the owner of the prop- 
erty, the architect and two members of the 
public, plus one owner of one of the other 
lots. 

On the appeal side were 10 neighbors 
who lived on the street or in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood and who didn’t like the 
buildings that were being proposed and 
made good arguments supporting their 
opinions. They didn’t like the proposed 
contemporary-designed houses so much 
that they paid $1,500 to have their argu- 
ments heard for repeal of the project only 
to have their wishes dismissed beginning 
with a staggeringly biased staff report, 
as quoted above, that set the tone for the 


meeting before it ever started. 

My question is this: why do the opin- 
ions of city officials — for that is what they 
are, opinions, for not a single one of them 
is privileged in the field of judging archi- 
tectural merit, nor do they automatically 
— because of their office — correctly rep- 
resent the neighborhood values — why is 
it that this group of officials carries more 
weight than the voiced opinions of the very 
neighbors who actually live on the street 
and have a day-to-day stake in maintain- 
ing its character? 

The consequences of this, in my opin- 
ion, wrong decision on the part of the 
city is that the residents of A Street, not 
to mention the entire Bayview commu- 
nity — I have not met a single person in 
my neighborhood who feels anything pos- 
itive towards those two K. Boodjeh houses 
— have to live with two eyesores in their 
midst from now on. 

Is this oversight what we may expect 
from our city agencies in the future? Or, 
will they be responsive to public opinion 
and give it more weight in their decision 
making? 

It comes down to exercising informed 
judgment, which is what we expect from 
our elected officials as well as the individ- 
uals they assign to the various committees 
which carry out their work. This same level 
of informed judgment is also what should 
be expected from the members of the pub- 
lic who are affected by the decisions by the 
city and want their reasons to be heard. 
Clearly, an informed public’s viewpoint 
should carry equal weight in such deci- 
sion-making. 

Or, how can the public continue to trust 
that its interests will be heard and viewed 
fairly? What is going to happen when some 
developer or architect in the future comes 
before the Planning Commission with a 
proposal for a project that the neighbors 
don’t want? The Gateway Area Plan is try- 
ing to address this issue with specific poli- 
cy guidelines — guidelines which have not 
yet been articulated in detail — but what 
about in the rest of the city? How will the 
public interest be protected? 

The look and feel of a neighborhood is 
a value in any neighborhood but especial- 
ly in a Conservation District with standing 
orders to maintain its architectural integri- 
ty. Do the K. Boodjeh designed homes on A 
Street merit this description? No. Just the 
opposite. They have the “look and feel” of 
gentrification imposed on a historic street, 
and thereby reflect a distinct blemish on 
the Planning Commission’s ability to rec- 
ognize an unwanted development, as well 
as the City Council’s inability to reverse the 
Planning Commission’s mistake. 

The A street fiasco should be regarded 
as a perfect example what NOT TO PER- 
MIT in a neighborhood. 

Or, are we going to have more bad de- 
cisions by the city agencies like that one 
on A street? Are such problems with the 
approval process of a project going to be 
fixed? May we, the residents of the city of 
Arcata, be assured that our voices will be 
heard, respected, and attended to? Will the 
decision-making of the agencies of the city 
truly and responsibly carry out the will of 
the people?

Big projects ahead 

On June 14, the City Council ap- 
proved the submission of a Com- 
munity Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) for a Valley West Teen/ 
Community Center. If approved, 
this grant will provide $250,000 
for Non-Housing Community De- 
velopment Planning and Techni- 
cal Assistance funds to determine 
feasibility, costs, location, and to 
assist developing the framework 
for running the facility. 

Speaking of grants, if you 
have not already heard the excit- 
ing news, the City of Arcata was 
awarded a $691,000 grant to de- 
velop Valley West’s Carlson Park 
and the first public access to the 
Mad River within the City limits. 

The Wildlife Conservation 
Board (WCB) will provide park 
improvement and river access 
for bird watching, non-motor- 
ized boating, fishing, swimming, 
hiking and more. There will be a 
lookout trail and observation deck 


nce at the Valley 
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that will be ADA compliant. The 
grant will also provide removal 
of invasive species and replanting 
of native species. To increase in- 
clusivity there will be interpretive 
signage throughout the park’s riv- 
er access in English, Spanish, and 
Wiyot translations. 

With Valley West being 
isolated from the rest of 
the City by Highway 101 
and State Route 299 Val- 
ley West residents have 
very limited physical ac- 
tivity opportunities with 
the barriers to walking 
and biking to downtown 
Arcata. These improve- 
ments will allow Valley 
West residents to recre- 
ate, fish, swim, hike and 
enjoy the river all within walking 
distance. 

The park improvements will 
not only be a boon to Arcata and 
will greatly improve the quality of 
life for the Valley West commu- 
nity but also a boon to tourism. 
With the majority of the hotels 
and motels located in Valley West, 
tourists can hike and enjoy access 
to the Mad River, and hopefully 
will be enticed to stay an extra 
day or two to explore the natural 
beauty and splendor of the Mad 
River. Laurel Tree Charter School 
as well as Cal Poly Humboldt use 
the Mad River riparian resources 
as riverine outdoor classrooms for 
education and research. The river 
is home to area salmonids. 

The City acknowledged and 
thanked CUNA and the commu- 
nity for the work of community 
park cleanups and events held at 
Carlson Park saying the work was 
vital in the success of the grant 
being awarded. 

The City of Arcata is also pur- 
suing additional grants opportu- 
nities to develop the entrance of 
the park and to provide park ame- 
nities to include bathroom, picnic 
area, a playground and more. 

Stay tuned for more Valley 
West improvements and updates 
as Valley West begins to shine as 
the gem it so deserves and was 
meant to be.

“They want to see ju- 
risdictions making real 
change in this complex is- 
sue,” Arledge said. 

The funded programs 
will be carried out by agen- 
cies and groups chosen 
through a Request for Pro- 
posals process. 

The county’s applica- 
tion is “in service of hous- 
ing first” so programs like 
“delivery of permanent 
housing, rapid re-hous- 
ing, interim sheltering and 
some street outreach” are 
sought, said Arledge. 

The state wants to see 
reductions in numbers of 
homeless people on a gen- 
eral and daily basis and 
lesser numbers of first- 
time homeless. 

Also sought are increas- 
es in numbers of people 
transitioning into perma- 
nent housing, reduction in 
length of time being home- 
less, reducing the number 
of people who return to 
homelessness after being 
housed and increasing the 
success of street outreach. 

The application was de- 
veloped through commu- 
nication with many agen- 
cies and groups, including 
the Arcata Homelessness 
Services Leadership Work- 
ing Group, the Arcata 
House Partnership and the 
City of Arcata. 

Although housing first 
is a focal strategy, a public 
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ed support for transition- 
al shelter such as camp- 
grounds as an interim step. 

Calla Peltier-Olson, 
lead organizer for the 
Humboldt County Tran- 
sition Age Youth Collabo- 
rative, said a step by step 
process helps youths who 
are chronically homeless 
and going through mental 
health crises. 

“Getting them into per- 
manent and_ supportive 
housing is very difficult,” 
she continued. “Often- 
times they fall out of that 
because they haven’t had 
the space to adapt — if 
there is an intermediary 
placement where people 
can go and feel safe, like 
a campground where they 
have support and resourc- 
es, I think that would be an 
amazing addition.” 

A state budget surplus 
has allowed the jump in 
funding and renews poten- 
tial for making headway on 
a seemingly intractable so- 
cial problem. 

Southern Humboldt 
resident and __ proper- 
ty owner Dotti Russell, 
whose own efforts to shel- 
ter people have at times 
been controversial, noted 
that the county launched a 
10-year plan to end home- 
lessness in 2005 and “we 
didn’t come close, it just 
got worse.” 

But she believes prog- 
ress can be made and said 
the people working on re- 
ducing homelessness are 
doing so “because it’s with- 
in their passion in life.” 

The $5 million is only 
part of the state funding the 
county will receive over the 
next two years. $11 million 
more will come from Part- 
nership Health Plan and 
the state’s Department of 
Health Care Services. 

Arledge said, “There’s 
still a lot of work to be 
done.”

The Alzheimer’s Association pro- 
vides a free nationwide 24/7 Help- 
line (800.272.3900) that receives 
more than 310,000 calls annually 
and is staffed by specialists and mas- 
ter’s-level clinicians who provide sup- 
port, offer information and suggest 
referrals. According to Coelho, many 
of these calls come in around 2 a.m., 
when family members feel the most 
alone and discouraged. “They are 
so relived to find out that others are 
going through similar situations and 
that there is help available.” 

According to the Alzheimer’s As- 
sociation, more than 3,673 people in 
Humboldt and Del Norte counties 
suffer from the fatal disease, a number 
projected to rise to more than 5,000 in 
the next decade. More than 6 million 
Americans are living with Alzheimer’s 
disease, 1 in 3 seniors dies with Alz- 
heimer’s or other forms of dementia, 
and over 11 million Americans pro- 
vide unpaid care for someone living 
with Alzheimer’s or other dementias.
